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We should advance carefully concerning the Christ's nature; our knowledge regarding 
Christ shouldn't be in suppositions, but in a biblical foundation guided by the Holy Spirit. 
Some people have affirmed that Jesus was not to the height of the divinity to know 
the day or hour of the Lord's return. 

/. Some variant readings 

We have more than 5,000 Greek manuscripts of the New Testament, and when 
we compare them with each other we find in many cases additions, deletions, and other 
types of changes; So we call those variant readings. Therefore we can read into 
Matthew 24:36 NIV ^ "No one knows about that day or hour, not even the angels in 
heaven, nor the Son, but only the Father" however this word is no inside some versions as 
KJV^R60^andVUL\ 

In fact, the Greek version BYZ ^ has never been presented this word, but Greek 
versions as BNT ^and GOC ^are with the word Son (Jesus or Christ) even the German 
version by Martin Luther L45 ^appears the word Son. 

In general terms we can declare the following: there are many Greek manuscripts with 
some differences, but the biblical principle inspired on them will never change. 

//. Jesus/Christ is God 

Under the century IV happened a great theological error, which was called 
the arrianism historically, this term is derived the Arrio name, Arrio was a very popular 
presbyter from Alexandria and false doctrine father, he affirmed: "Christ is no neither 
co-eternal nor co-same to God, but rather the first creature made by God" ^ But for 
the biblical light, Christ would be a mortal man like us, without he possesses attributes as 
omniscience, omnipotence and omnipresence. 

However the Arrianism taught: "Christ neither was truly human, because he didn't 
have a human soul, neither he was truly divine, because he lacked the God's essence and 
attributes, simply he (Christ) was the most sublime in all the created beings" ^° 
these concepts are big attacks against Christ's nature. Yet when we look beyond 
the Christ's life, find his character, which is our model to follow. 



The Greek word 6 QeoQ (God) has been quoted by John's gospel (Jn. 1:1), equally in 
John 1:18 to describe that the same God (Jn. 1:1) has been made flesh, even if some 
versions don't present the word correctly. Let's see John 1:18

The Holy Scriptures are clear to show that Christ is God, beyond the human's reason we must 
accept his word as our Faith rule, beyond a theological doctrine, when the human being 
begins a personal experience with Jesus/Christ the result will be that we'll see the God's 
glory reflected in our character, which is the Christ's character of the same God. 
Therefore the Bible says: "And without controversy great is the mystery of godliness: 
God was manifested in the flesh. Justified in the Spirit, Seen by angels. Preached among 
the Gentiles, Believed on in the world. Received up in glory" (1 Tim. 3:16 NKJ) 

III. Only Christ is instance for us 

The theological term Hypostatic union teaches that "Christ had the two natures which 
were Divine and human" ^^ but he didn't use the Divine nature still when he was Divine, 
because he had to live and die like a human being (Phi. 2:6-8) for our salvation. 
Now we find a statement in Mk. 13:32 and Mat. 24:36 what seems that Christ is ignorant 
concerning the day and hour of the Lord's return, but Christ is living as man, gave us his 
instance to depend constantly of our heavenly father every-day life. 



Conclusions 

(1) Jesus/Christ is God. 

(2) Christ didn't know the day and hour as man, (man's son) but as God's son, 
he knows and knew. 
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
